(Currently Amended) A method of funding a transaction between first and second, 
diff e rent accounts identifier(s)ttseys , comprising a system of : 

a card, a card reader, network, and readable medium encoded with a computer program, 
whereby the card b eing operab le4e~stores a plurality of an aceount(s) identifierfs) and account 
identifiers) stored in memory on a card, with the account identifier(s) associated with account(s) 
of the user and sometimes non-users : providing a card having a m e mory, th e m e mory being 
operabl e to store a plurality of account id e ntifi e rs, e ach account id e ntifi e r b e ing associated with 
an account from which funds can b e transf e rr e d to fund th e transaction; 

reading th e an account identifiers from the identifier stored in m e mory on a card , with th e 
account identifier associated with a first account of th e first us e r ; 

s e l e cting on e of the accounts to fund th e transaction; 

receiving a communication of an amount for a purchase from the receiving institution or 
retailer, whereby the user initiates the funding of the sale for the item, through a PIN (Personal 
Identification Number), and by choosing an account to close or complete the transaction 
command to initiat e th e transact ion; and 

responsive to th e transaction receiving the eemn^and payment information and request , 
transfers i4ng-funds in real time, from the s e l e ct e d c hosen s e lect e d first account on the card, to 
the retailer or receiving institution directly without using an intermediate processor ; whereby the 
individual institutions directly settle through their bank, the respective side of the transaction , of 
the first us er to a second account of th e second, differ e nt user without a request initiated on 
behalf of the second account to withdraw th e funds the s e lected account. 
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2. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1 , wherein the second account is an 
account of a retailer; and transferring the funds to the second account comprises 
crediting cr e diting a the account of the retailer account with at least a portion of the funds. 

3. ( Previously Presented ) The method of claim 2, wherein the second account is an 
account of a retailer; whereby the account identifiers are chosen from either the card or provided 
by the institution directly and; 

transferring the funds comprises, 

transferring the funds directly from the s e lect e d first or chosen account(s) of the user, 
directly to the retailer or receiving institutions account. 

4. ( Previously Presented ) The method of claim 1, wherein reading the account identifiers 
comprises : receiving using a t e rminal with a r e ad e r to r e ad the account id e ntifi e rs identifier(s) 
from the card with a terminal device, having a card reader . 

5. ( Previously Presented ) The method of claim 4, wherein receiving a signal from the 
card further comprising comprises: sending a the signal by the user from the card and card reader 
or card terminal to allow the paying account to complete the transaction. 

6. ( Previously Presented ) The method of claim 1 , further comprising storing at l e ast on e 
ef the account id e ntifiers identifier in memory by scanning a bar code of a document whereby 
the card reader deposits the account identifiers onto the card. 

7. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 6, wherein scanning the bar code 
comprises scanning account identifiers, to deposit onto the card an account stat e ment . 

8. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 6, wherein scanning the bar code 
comprises scanning account identifiers, such as, a routing number and an account number. 
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9. ( Previously Presented ) The method of claim 8, wherein storing at l e ast on e of the 
account id e ntifiers identifiers comprises storing account identifiers onto the card through the card 
reader and terminal , such as, the routing number and the account number. 

10. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: the card reader to 
hav e th e ability to copying copying account information from a magnetic strip card to the 
memory of the card capable of holding multiple account identifiers, credit report to the memory. 

1 1 . (Previously Presented) The method of claim 10, wherein copying the account 
information comprises, copying account identifiers, such as, a routing number and an account 
number to the memory.

13. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising storing at l e ast on e 
of th e the account id e ntifi e rs identifier by electronically importing account information from a 
magnetic stripe onto the card , operable to handl e multipl e account identifier s another card . 

14. (Previously Presented ) The method of claim 13, wherein storing at l e ast on e of the 
account id e ntifiers identifier comprises importing a routing number and an account number from 
the magnetic stripe card to the multiple account identifiers card.

16. ( Previously Presented ) The method of claim 1, further comprising verifying a use of 
the card by entering a PIN number to access the individual account identifiers on the card .

s e cond account to transf e r th e funds . 

26. ( Currently Amended ) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, further 
comprising a cash register communicably coupled to the point-of-sale terminal and operable to 
sends a transaction amount to the card from the point-of-sale terminal. 

27. ( Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, further 
comprising a vending machine communicably coupled to the point-of-sale terminal and operabl e 
te-sends a transaction amount to the card from the point-of-sale terminal. 
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28. ( Currently Amended ) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, further 
comprising a parking meter communicably coupled to the point-of-sale terminal and operable to 
sends a transaction amount to the card from the point-of-sale terminal. 

29. ( Currently Amended ) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, further 
comprising a ticket dispenser communicably coupled to the point-of-sale terminal and operabl e 
te-sends a transaction amount to the card from the point-of-sale terminal. 

30. (Currently Amended ) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, further 
comprising a toll booth communicably coupled to the point-of-sale terminal and operable to 
sends a transaction amount to the card from the point-of-sale terminal. 

31. (Previously Presented) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, wherein at 
least one of the account identifiers comprises a routing number and an account number. 

32. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, wherein the 
first s e rv e r or selected account is sew e r is op e rabl e to initiates the transfer the funds to the 
second account to by conduct mg a banking transaction. 

33. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, wherein the 
first s e rv e r or selected account is s e rv e r is op e rabl e to initiates the transfer the funds to the 
second account to by conduct mg a non-banking transaction. 

34. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, wherein the 
first server of selected account is server si s operable to initiates the transfer the funds from the 
s e lect e d first account by communicating directly with a the second account of the retailer or 
receiving institution account s e rv e r cr e dit card s e rv e r . 
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35. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, wherein the 
second first account and second or receiving account can have the same or different serv e rs 
accounts account is maintained by a second s e rv e r, diff e r e nt than th e first serv e r . 

36. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, wherein the 
first accounts 5 server is op e rabl e to transfer initiates a transfer of -the funds directly to the second 
account, to by making fund a payment on a loan. 

37. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, wherein the 
first accounts ' server is op e rabl e to initiates a transfer of the funds directly to the second account 
sewer to fund a payment by making a paym e nt on a revolving line of credit. 

38. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, wherein the 
s e cond first account s 1 s e rv e r is operabl e to initiates a transfer of funds directly to the second 
account to fund a payment on comprises a utility account. 

39. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, wherein the 
first accoun ts' s e rver is operable to initiates the transfer of the funds directly to the to the second 
account by transferring to fund th e funds to a securities transaction account . 

40. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 25, wherein: 
the memory of the card is op e rabl e to stores at least one m account identifier(s) 

associated with an a thifd-second account to which funds can be transferred: 

the point-of-sale terminal is operabl e to permits the first user to select at least one account 
at least one first account to transfer funds to the second account from the first account .-a-^wth 
account from which funds can b e tran s ferr e d one of the at l e ast on e account to receiv e funds : and 

th e first serv e r is operabl e to transfer th e funds to th e third account from th e fourth

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41 . (Currently Amended) A point-of-sale transaction system for funding a 
transaction between first and second^dtf ferent users accounts , comprising: 

a wid e area n e twork; 

a card, a card reade r, a readable medium encoded with a computer program, a 
r e adabl e m e dium e ncoded with a comput e r program , and a p e rsonal computer 
communicably coupled to the a wide area network and operable to conduct a transaction 
via the wide area network; 

a card comprising a memory operable to stores a plurality of account identifiers, each 
account identifier being associated with an account from which funds can be transferred or 
credited to fund the transaction; 

a card reader communicably coupled to the p e rsonal computer, such as, a personal 

computer , and op e rabl e to :

42. (Previously Presented) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 41, wherein at 
least one of the account identifiers, comprises a routing number and an account number. 

43. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 41, wherein the 
card and card reader is operable to initiates a transfer of funds directly from the first account to 
the second account, where by conducting a banking transaction, server is operabl e to transf e r th e 
funds to th e s e cond account by conducting a banking transaction. 

44. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 41, wherein the 
card and card reader i s op e rabl e t e-initiates a t he transfer of funds from the first account directly 
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to the receiving or retail account to conduct a non-banking transaction, first server is operable to 
transf e r the funds from th e s e l e cted account by communicating with a financial s e rvic e s serv e r. 

45. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 41, wherein the 
card and card reader is op e rable to initiates a the transfer of funds from the first account directly 
to the receiving or retail account to conduct a bill payment . first serv e r is operabl e to transf e r th e 
funds to th e second account by conducting a non banking tran s action. 

46. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 41 5 wherein the 
second account servers of the first and second accounts can be maintained separately .4s 
maintained by a second server, diff e r e nt than the first server . 

47. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 41, wherein the 
first and second account can be located at the same sefversinstitutions, and be maintained 
toggthgr.s e.rver i s operable to transfer the funds to the second account by making a payment on a 
leaflr 

48. { Currently Amended ) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 41, wherein the 
card and card reader is op e rabl e to initiates a first s e rv e r is op e rabl e to transfer of the funds from 
the first account directly to the second account to conduct a to the s e cond account by making a 
payment on a revolving line of credit payment. 

49. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 41, wherein the 
card and card reader i s operable -te-initiates the transfer of funds from the first account directly to 
the second account to conduct a second account compris e s a utility account payment . 

50. (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 41, wherein the 
card and card reader is operable to facilitates a transfer the of funds from the first account 
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directly to the second account to conduct a securities transaction , first s e rv e r is op e rabl e to 
transfer th e funds to th e second account by transferring the funds to a securities account. 

51 . (Currently Amended) The point-of-sale transaction system of claim 41, wherein: 

the memory of the card is operable to store at least one account identifier where funds can 
be transferred associat e d with an a third account to which funds can be transf e rr e d: : 

the point-of-sale terminal is operable to permits the first user to select a first account 
fourth ace eurt from which funds can be transferred on e of th e at l e ast on e account to r e c e iv e 
funds ; and 

the first seFvefaccount card and card reader, is operable to facilitates the transfer of 
transf e r the funds, upon a request from the user , directly to the second account , to th e tlitf d 
account from th e fourth account s e l e ct e d on e of th e at l e ast on e account to r e c e iv e th e fund s . 

52. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising a card, and card 
reader, that validates the PIN or password to verify whether a user of the card is authorized to 
access the cards account identifiers) , det e rmining wh e ther a user of th e card is authoriz e d to use 
the card. 

53. ( Currently Amended ^ The method of claim 1, wherein funding a transaction 
comprises the user to authorize the transfer of funds by entering a PIN (Personal Identification 
Number) transf e rring th e funds compris e s conducting a to conduct a banking transaction. 

54. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein funding a transaction 
comprises the user to authorize the transfer of funds to conduct transferring th e funds compris e s 
conducting a non-banking transaction. 

55. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wherein transferring the funds f iinding a 
transaction , comprises authorizing the transferring of -the-funds directly from a credit card 
s e rvic e serv e r account. 
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56. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: 
displaying, in real time , account information related to at least one account associated 

with the a respective at l e a s t on e of th e account identifiers stored in the card memory. 

57. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, further comprising: displaying, in real 
time , a balance related to at least one account associated with the a respective at l e ast one of th e 
account identifiers stored in the card memory. 

58. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, further comprising: levying a fee for 
handling the funding of the transaction. 

59. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein transferring the funds to the 
second account comprises transferring at least a portion of the funds to a utility account. 

60. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein transferring the funds to the 
second account comprises making a payment on a loan with at least a portion of the funds. 

61. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein transferring the funds to the 
second account comprises transferring at least a portion of the funds to a securities account. 

62. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 1, wherein transferring the funds to the 
second account comprises making a payment on a revolving line of credit with at least a portion 
of the funds. 

63. (Previously Presented) The method of claim 62, wherein making the payment on the 
revolving line of credit comprises making a payment toward a credit card balance with at least a 
portion of the funds. 

64. (Currently Amended) The method of claim 1, wh e r e in further comprising : 
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providing th e card comprises providing the card such that th e a card having a memory is 

operable to store at least one account identifier associated with, at least one account , to which 

funds an account to which funds can be directly transferred; 

furth e r comprising selecting on e of th e at least one account to receive funds; and 
wherein facilitating th e initiating the transferring of -the funds to the second account 

comprises transferring at least a portion of the funds to the second account s e l e ct e d to r e ceiv e the 

funds . 

65. (Currently Amended ) A computer readable medium encoded with a computer 
program product for facilitating the funding of a transaction between first and second accounts; 
diff e rent us e rs, without using an intermediate processor; the computer program product being 
tangibly stored on a point of transaction or point-of-sale machine r e adabl e m e dia and at the 
retailers and receiving institutions banks' servers; and at th e r e tail e rs ban' comprising instructions 
operable to cause one or more processors to: 

accept read an account identifier stored in memory on a card, with th e account id e ntifi e r 
associat e d with the first us e r ; 

accept real time information, including account balances, associated with the account 
identifier ; 

receive a command to record intiat e the transaction; and receive information on the 
amount required to complete the transaction ; 

and responsive to the request of the card user, directly send the information to facilitate 
the transfer of funds in real time from the first or chosen account, to a second account to 
complete a transaction ; and providing individual and aggregated account transaction information 
completed through the system , with the account identifier associated with a first account of the 
first user: 

r e ceive a command to initiat e th e transaction; and 

r e sponsive to r e c e iving th e command, transfer funds in r e al time from th e first account of 
th e first user to a second account of the s e cond, diff e r e nt us e r.

facilitate the transfer credit to the account of the retailer with at least a portion of the 

fluids.

71 . (New) The method of claim L whereby the retailer or non-user credits at least a 
portion of the funds to the users chosen account. 

72. (New) The method of claim 1 , whereby the user allows the non-user to credit at least 
a portion of the funds to a selected account by inputting a Personal Identification Number (PIN). 

73. (New) The method of claim 1, whereby the user selects the account identified s) that 
the non-user will credit at least a portion of the funds to the selected account.
